"The country is so vast and the 
land so rugged that it is years be- 
fore some persons lost in the coun- 
try are found." She told of the find- 
ing this year an airplane that had 
been missing \% years and the 
clothes of a man missing for five 
years near the area where her son 
was missing.

In 
other words, the cost of transpor- 
tation to the high school district 
from the regular budget was ap- 
proximately $6,651.80. Total reim- 
bursements from the state for 
transportation for 1957-58 was 
$5,203.10. 

Mr. Porter Larson, head cus- 
todian of the high school, is in 
charge of bus maintenance and re- 
pair. Assistant Principal Warren 
Policy supervises all bus routing 
and special , field trips. 
. For the past several years, stu- 
dents have been given the oppor- 
tunity to ride the busses to athletic 
contests by signing the bus regis- 
ter in the office. The fee per round 
trip is 40c per child. This fee is 
used by the Board of Education to 
pay the bus driver, the supervisor 
of the bus and whatever expenses 
are involved in the maintenance of 
the bus. The Board of Education 
operates the special trips on a non- 
profit' basis to the district only at- 
tempting to collect enough money 
to cover the costs involved. Each 
bus is supervised by a faculty mem- 
ber and the children must ride the 
busses both to and from the school.

ation applied this percentage to the

This $497,700,000 additional bur- 
den on Illinois taxpayers is equal to 
72^perLcent of . the State collected 
revenue it takes toi operate the gov- 
ernment of Illinois for one year. It 
exceeds by $72, 197,000 the combined 
receipts from Illinois sales tax 
($296,082,000) and gasoline tax 
($129,441,000), which together com- 
prise 62 per cent of the State's re- 
ceipts for 1957. 
•Such high levels of Federal tax- 
ation ancLspending have resulted in 
added financial difficulties for State 
and local units of government. At 
the present time, the Federal gov- 
ernment is taking approximately 
one-third of earned -income. High 
Federal taxes drastically reduce the 
tax base . upon which local units 
of government must depend. Thus, 
the level of support by State and 
local governments in providing for 
schools, protection of life and prop- 
erty, and welfare suffers because 
of a depleted tax base. 

As the local tax base is depleted, 
there develops an ever-increasing 
demand on the part of local govern- 
ment for additional Federal aid. 
Essential local services must be pro- 
vided, and if the tax base in local 
areas is exhausted because of the 
large amount of taxes taken by the 
Federal government, States turn, as

October is a particularly critical 
month for night time -traffic accirj 
dents. ^ v v: - 

Ori'e of the chief reasons for ihis 
is, that nightfall comes earlier but 
motorists still' retain the. daytime 
driving routine established during 
the summer months. 

Safe driving calls: for a vast 
change in night-time jnd daytime 
driving habits because 1 nfghCdrlving 
is, more likely, to result in fatigue, 
sleepiness and dulled alertness. "■ 
• Drivers who try to maintain day- 
time speeds at. night fail to. realize 
that the best headlight illuminates 
only a fraction of daylight, seeing 
distance. , . 

Motorists and pedestrians — too of- 
ten carry their daylight driving and 
walking habits over into darkness. 
Darkness sometimes steals upon 
them unnoticed. 

It is then that many fall into 
death's trap. 

Darkness is an added driving and 
walking hazard and only individual 
alertness will reduce that danger. 

If each driver and pedestrian 
would make an extra effort to stay 
alert after dark, our night-time 
traffic death toll would drop con- 
siderably.
